He 
then gave me a particular account of his ſeducing 
his kept miſtreſꝭ 5 and then added, I know I have 
been à very great finner, and deſerve nothing 
but hell and damnation. Though ignorant of 
2 Fat end vet I derided it; I never read the 


Bible, but to mack it, and make it the ſubject of 


idicule, but not in your hearing, I fooliſhly 
3magined, that my happineſs lay in a free indul- 
gence of my paſſion, for the female ſex; and chat 
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chere Was little harm in careſſing a pretty girl.

Mercy has 
miſery for its object, and never deals but with 
miſerable ſinners; Tou are a miſerable ſinner, 
and therefore a proper object for receiving the dif- 
plays of mercy, Worthleſſneſs is the object of 
grace; and on whom did it ever, on whom will 
it ever reſt, but the vile and amworthy ſinner?
